Temperature to Sink Below 
Freezing Tomorrow, Says 
Weather Bureau. 


SNOW FALLS IN MIDWEST 


Aspirant cherry trees, plum trees, rose 
bushes and forsythia, blooming and 
budding at this unseasonable time of 
the year, are due t> be nipped by a 
cold wave, which, according to Weather 
Bureau forecasts, will arrive today. 
ushering in December in orthodox 
fashion following the warmest Novem- 
ber in eighteen years. 

The blossoming of Washington’s fa- 
mous cherry trees had reached such a 
stage that experts of the office of pub- 
lic buildings and public parks began 
yesterday an inspetcion to determine 
whether there is likelihood of a sec- 
ond bloom this year. 

They had planned to continue the 
inspetcion today, but it is doubtful in 
view of the forecast, it it will be neces- 
sary. The thermometer is due to go 
below freezing by tomorrow morning. 

The lowest temperature recorded at 
the Weather Bureau yesterday was 56 
degrees, five degrees higher than the 
+highest temperature of a year ago yes- 
terday. The highest temperature yes- 
terday was 70, and at 10 o’clock last 
night 69 degrees was registered. 

The unusually warm November has 
created an unusual condition in this 
section generally. Report comes from 
Hagerstown that blossoming chickweed 
along the Antietam Creek has brought 
out the bees in buzzing swarms. A 
plum tree at the home of Lieut. Col. 
Peyton G. Nevitt, in Takoma Park, un- 
aware of the approaching cold, is shed- 
ding its blooms, disclosing an abun- 
dance of small fruit. This tree has 
borne fruit once this year. 

A cherry tree at the home of Dr.

pal features of the Hansel street car 
merger plan, 

‘The Hansel plan is the third merger 
program to be made public, the first 
having been the Wilson and the second 
the Bachman plan. A skeleton outline 
of it was given publicity last night fol- 
lowing a meeting of the public. utilities 
committee of the Federation of Citi- 
zens Associations, the members of 
which were permitted’ to adjourn with- 
out seeing it.. It differs radically from 
the two proposals that preceded it. 

Merger would be effected by organi- 
zation of a new corporation which is 
not to be a holding company, but is to 
own and operate the traction properties, 
buying them outright. It is intended, 
according to Col. Eugene Abadie,: man- 
ager of the firm of Charles Hansel, con- 
sulting specialists, to interest the pres- 
ent owners of local street. car proper- 
ties and have them reorganize into a 
new company, exchange present ‘se- 
curities for new ones.

The Roman Polyphonic Society, pop- 
ularly known. as the Vatican Choirs, 
completed. a red. letter day in Wash- 
ington by a memorable concert at 
Polis Theater before an atdience 
which taxed the capacity of that the- 
ater and included many dignitaries of 
the church as well as representative 
men and women of this world capital. 
The concert was given for the benefit 
of St. Rose’s Technical School] of Wash- 
ington. 

Before the concert the Vatican Choirs 
visited the tomb of the Unknown Sol- 
dier at Arlington and paid the tribute 
of a beautifully sung requiem at the 
grave of this representative of Amer- 
ica’s youth in the World War. Shortly 
before they had been received by the 
President and Mrs. Coolidge in the 
White House and grouped in front of 
the Executive Mansion they sang sev- 
eral songs for them The Presidént and 
Mrs. Coolidge posed for pictures with 
them. Mrs. Coolidge selected out 
6-year-old Mario Banzi, the youngest 
member of the choir, to stand beside 
her, which he did proudly. The choirs 
were presented to the President by the 
Ambassador of Italy.

Sing Without Instruments. 


At the concert in the afternoon the 
sweet boy voices in flute like treble 
tones mingled with the deeper notes 
of the tenors and bassos in the classic 
music of the Roman Catholic Church 
in exquisite harmony of sound that 
brought visions to the audience of 
stained glass windows, choir lofts and 
clerestories of mediaeval cathedrals. 
Singing throughout a capella without 
any instrumental support of any kind 
the choirs set a high example of abso- 
lute pitch in unaccompanied choral 
singing. Their leader, the Rt. Rev. 
Msgr. Raffaele Casimiro Casimiri, Di- 
rector of the Choir of St. John Lateran, 
Rome, had the choirs in excellent form, 
responsive to the slighest gesture of 
his hands or motion of his head. The 
method used by the conductor was 
very quiet but most effective and his 
climaxes were wrought without effort 
and with supreme beauty of coloring 
and phrasing. 

The Vatican Choirs are composed of 
60 men and boys picked from four his- 
toric churches in Rome. Yesterday 
they did not sing in the gorgeous red 
and white vestments which signalized 
their appearance in New York, but the 
men were garbed in civilian or clerical 


‘dress while the boys swore natty blue 


uniforms with the insignia of the 
choirs on the left breast. 

The religi6ys compositions of Gio- 
vanni Pierluigi da Palestrina, who lived 
in the sixteenth century, featured the 
program. The first notes of the “Exul- 
tate Deo” by this composer, which 
opened the program after a greeting 
in Latin to America, quickly demon- 
strated the mastery the choirs have 
over this type of music. 


Tone Velocity Volume Amazing. 


Their attacks were crisp, the tone 
was velvety and smooth and yet with a 
volume at times which was amazing 
There was a haunting beauty in the 
Pianissimo eéendings—diminishing so 
gradually and “skillfully that -song 
melted into echo almost imperceptibly, 
while in several numbers the crescendos 
were brought out with equally magni- 
ficent effect. 

Outstanding in the “Péccantem me,” 
also by Da Palestrina, was the work of 
the basses whose pianissimo with the 
children’s voices was achieved without 
any hurt to the exquisite blend of tone. 
The audience also highly approved of 
the “Tenebrae factae sunt,” by Thomas 
Ludovicus de Victoria with the men’s 
voices again predominant with such 
haunting beauty that the audience en- 
cored it heartily. 

Of the religious music the most 
elaborate number was the great “Credo” 
from Palestrina’s “Misso Papae Mar- 
celli.” Here the polyphony effect was 
most apparent in waves of melody 
which rose majestically to the glorious 
climax of the “Amen.” 


One Number in Italian. 


The one secular composition of the 
afternoon “Il Mare” a cantata for 
mixed voices composed by Mgr. Casi- 
miro Casimiri, conductor of the choirs, 
brought out the versatility of the sing- 
ers. It was sung in the native Italian 
of the members of this noted Roman 
society of singers and the soft “liquid 
satin” of this language enhanced the 
musical beauty the number. “Il 
Mare” was one of the recent works of 
Maestro Casimiri'in the classical school 
and was in fine example of delicate 
imitative harmony. 

Vivid contrasts were delineated with 
harmonious fidelity by the singers who 
sang it with vim and enthusiasm and 
apparently regamded it as one of their 
favorite numbers on the program. 

In response to repeated ovations 
Casamiri and his singers bowed 
their acknowledgements and thanks. 
It was a concert of sacred music which 
will long be treasured in the musical 
annals of Washington and the best 
wishes of the city’s music lovers are 
with these singing lads from overseas 
and their adult companions in their 
friendly mission of song. | .

JURY ACQUITS MAN 
OF ATTACK ON CHILD 


W. B. Robinson Exonerated 
After 9-Year-Old Girl Tells 
Story in Court. 


After hearing the story of a 9-nine- 
year-old gir’, a jury in the Circuit Court 
at Rockville, Md., last night returned 
a verdict of not guilty in the case of 
William B. Robinson, of Takoma Park, 
Md., a former prohibition investigator 
in the Internal Revenue Bureau, 
charged with a statutory offense.

TAX-FREE FRATERNITY 
HOUSES SOUGHT HERE 


Bowman Bill Would Exempt 
All Such Institutions as 


“Educational.” 


A bill providing that all college and 
iniversity fraternity houses in Washing- 
ton be excused from paying taxes will 
be introduced in the House when Con- 
gress convenes, Representative Frank L. 
Bowman, of West Virginia, announced 
yesterday. 

Bowman, who is a member of the 
District committee, declared it was a 
hardship on the occupants of the fra- 
ternity houses to pay taxes, and he cited 
instances where States had freed such 
houses from taxation. 

Religious and educational institutions 
are not obliged to pay taxes, he said, 
and he felt that a fraternity house 
should be regarded as an appurtenance 
of an educational institution. Many 
of the young men who occupy these 
fraternity houses, he said, were self- 
supporting, and could ill afford to pay 
‘he real estate and other taxes. Rep- 
resentative Bowman is a member of the 
Phi Sigma Kappa.

Franchise to Run 50 Years. 


The agreed term of franchise is to be 
50 years. The District Government is 
to have an option of buying 33 1-3 per 
cent of the capital stock of the new 
company. There is to be no board of 
trustees, such as that proposed by the 
Wilson plan. The Public Utilities Com- 
mission is to regulate service valuation 
and rates and is to cooperate with the 
management in determination of 
policies. 

There is to be a divisible surplus from 
profits aggregating 2 per cent, 1 per 
cent to go to the District Government, 
and one-half each to be distributed be- 
tween employes and management per- 
sonnel. 

“Tripartie ownership” is to include 
designation of certain blocks of stock 
under control of trustees, one set of 
trustees or trust commissioners to hold 
stock for the employes collectively, one 
for the Management personnel and one 
for a public fund. Each of these groups 
is to have one member on the board of 
directors. Other stock is to be Offered 
for sale to street car patrons. 


Would End Franchise Taxes. 


Under the head of the relation of the 
merged company to the public, the 
summary of the plan indicates that 
abolition will be sought of future fran- 
chise taxes, street paving charges and 
the cost of crossing policemen, and that 
right of way for street cars and elimina- 
tion of parking in conflict with street 
car traffic will be demanded. 

The summary speaks of the right of 
employes to collective bargaining, just 
and reasonable wages, and adjustment 
of working hours. Employes are also 
promised participation in net revenue 
gains arising from cooperation with 
management, providing employes’ share 
is invested in merger company and is 
held collectively by trustees. There is 
to be a plan of arbitration between em- 
ployes and the company. 

The merger corporation is to have 

complete autonomy except that the 
president, of the Bo of District Com- 
missioners is to namie one member of 
the board of directors; man&’gement and 
labor are to have one director each, the 
auditor of the District is to examine 
the company’s books, and the Public

trial as a witness today and held a 
rowded courtroom, jury and judge 
spellbound with his vivid pictures of 
Remus, a maniac. 


Rogers testified he revealed to Remus 
alleged plots of Mrs. Imogene Holmes 
Remus, the woman for whose slaying he 
is on trial for his life, and Franklin 
Dodge, jr.. to have him deported to 
have him slain 
by paying gangsters $15,000. Those 
tales, with a host of others narrating 
the alleged miscondjict of Mrs. Remus 
and Dodge, were the basis, according to 
Remus’ plea of transitory maniacal in- 
sanity,for driving hin out of his mind. 

Rogers testified tha) he had informed 
the managing editor of the St. Louts 
Post Dispatch as long ago as last sum- 
mer that Remus was insane, 

The reporter came first into contact 
with Remus, he said, when the Post 
Dispatch assigned him to get the story 
‘of Remus’ life as a ‘vhisky dealey and 
bootlegger after Remus had been re- 
leased from the Federal penitentiary 
at Atlanta two years ago. From that 
time until three months ago he was in 
intimate contact with Remus. “Brain- 
storms” overcame Pemus upon “in- 
Numerable” occasions, testified Rogers.

AMERICAN KIDNAPED 
BY MEXICAN BANDITS 


$2,500 Ransom Demanded 
by Captors of Mine 


Manager. 


Mexico City, Nov. 30 (A.P.).—An 
American, H. W. Thompson, manager of 
a mine at Copala, State of Guerrero, has 
been kidnaped by 20 bandits, dispatches 
from Mazatlan said today.- The bandits 
demanded 5,000 pesos (roughly, $2,500) 
ransom. 

Thompson was captured and taken to 
the mountains after the bandits at- 
tacked his home and were refused 
money and arms.

GOV. RITCHIE VIEWS:

Part of Federal Encroachment 
on State Rights, He Tells 


New Yorkers. 


New York, Nov. 30 (AP. ).—The pro- 
hibition question is not considered a 
national political issue by Gov. Albert 
C. Ritchie. of Maryland, he said here 
tonight although, he added, it “was one 
not to be dodged.” Speaking at a meet- 
ing of St. Andrews Society, Gov. Ritchie 
said he believed the proHibition ques- 
tion should be treated as a phase of 
the “tendency toward Federal centrali- 
zation and Federal encroachment on 
State irghts.”

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BYRD WILL TRANSPORT 
ESKIMOS 10 SOUTH POLE 


Aviator-Explorer Intends to 
Take Natives of Arctic 
on New Search. 


PLANS FOR EXPEDITION 


New York, Nov. 30 (A.P.).—The pro- 
jected South Pole flight of Commander 
Richerd E. Byrd will give Arctic Eski- 
mcs their first opportunity in history 
to test the rigors of the Antarctic clime, 
the explorer.told the Associated Press 
today. 

Six Eskimos will be included in the 


Byrd Antarc’’c expedition next year and 


will be given the opportunity to con- 
sider the feasibility of establishing an 
Eskimo settlement there, I-2 said. 

Disclosure of the plan to take Eski- 
mos to the South Pole was made in 
connection with an announcement that 
Robert Daniel, president of the Liberty 
National Bank of New York, %*ad sub- 
scribed $25,000 to the expedition. Previ- 
ously a subscription of $25,000 had been 
announced by the National Geographic 
Society Henry Ford will assist with 
the equipment for the expedition. 

Mr. Daniel is an old friend of the 
Byrd family, the explorer said, and 
owns Brandon, an estate on the James 
River, adjoining the old Byrd estates in 
Virginia. 

One of the Eskimos selected by the 

explorer is Nukapingwa, a member of 
one of the nor*hernmost Eskimo tribes, 
who helped the Byrd Arctic expedition 
in 1925: The others will be Greenland 
Eskimos. 
- Their duties will consist chiefly of 
ths care and driving of dog teams and 
the sewing of fur clothes for the mem- 
bers of the expedition. Although a 
quantity of clothing already made will 
be. included in the equipment, the 
commander said that reindeer and seal 
skins will be taken along to be. made 
into clothing en route. In the craking 
of clothing of th‘s type, he said, “no 
one can sew like an Eskimo.” 

The remainder of the personnel of 
the expedition will be made up of. white 
men, Byrd said, and already he has re- 
ceived thousands of applications from 
volunteers eager to accompany him. 
Other thousands are expected before the 
actual work of selection is started 
around February.

match to light his cigar, thus getting 
light enough to identify the couple as 
Beach and Mrs. Lilliendahl. Beach, he 
testified, threatened him with bodily 
harm if he ever mentioned the en- 
counter. 

During the testimony the widow 
and Beach listened scornfully and oc- 
casionally exchanged smiles indicating 
amusement. 

These two were the day’s witnesses 
who gave the testimony expected of 
them, but of the others several gave 
the State such a surprise by their for- 
getfulness and the unexpectedness of 
their teplies that two were withdrawn 
from the stand and the prosecutor an- 
nounced to reporters that he was con- 
sidering instituting legal action 
against them. 


State Is Surprised. 


The chief surprise of the day came 
to the State during the testimony of 
Harry Sanderson, a salesman from Syd- 
ney, Ohio, who drove past the scene 
of the crime on the day of the killing. 
He had been expected to testify that 
he had seen a man run out of the 
bushes near the place where Dr. Lil- 
liendahl was shot and to identify that 
man as Beach. 

He kept to his expected story until 
the prosecutor pointed to Beach and 
“is that the man who scuttled 
out of those bushes?” 

“I couldn’t possibly say,” repHed the 
witness. 

The prosecution withdrew him from 
the stand. 

L. L. Collins, a graveyard monument 
maker, was the first witness produced 
against Beach, the previous 30 having 
given testimony solely affecting the 
widow. Collins told of having done 
work for Beach over a period of years 
The last work he completed in August 
or early September. 

A letter to Collins from Beach was 
produced, in which Beach said he was 
glad to know the work was done, and 
would call for it. 

“When did you see Willis Beach 
next?” the prosecutor asked. 

“On September 15 (the day of the 
killing).” 

“Had you sent for him?” 

“No. 

“How long did you stay in your of- 
fice with him?” 

“About 10 minutes. He arrived at 
1:15 (a few minutes after the time of 
the killing). Then he went to his lot 
at Oak Grove Cemetery and stayed 
there all afternoon.” 

The next day, Collins said, he saw 
Beach again and Beach talked at length 
about the murder. September 22 he 
saw him again, when Beach came to 
the monument office. They went to 
the cemetery and discussed the murder 
again. 

“He said it was a good thing he’d 
been with me at the time of the crime.’ 
Collins testified, “or he might have 
been mixed up in it by the police, who 
already had questioned him.” 


“Double” of Beach. 


Under cross-examination by Edison 
Hedges, counsel for Beach, Collins said 
that when he saw the defendant the 
day of the killing he seemed perfectly 
normal. * 

The State then called William Driver, 
a Trenton contractor, who drove along 
the Atsion. road, where the killing oc- 
curred, on September 15. He said he 
saw a man in an automobile coming 
out of a lane about a mile from the 
lane where Dr. Lilliendahl’s body was 
found. Driver could not identify Beach 
as the man in the car, but said a pic- 
ture of Beach looked like the man he 
had seen. 

Then Hedges called for a man in the 
back of the room to stand,-and A. J. 
Rider, Hammonton “cranberry king,” 
walked slowly forward. 

He was Beach's size, had white hair 
like Beach and the same pallid and 
somewhat flabby face. 

“Did you ever see that man before?” 
aes, asked the witness. 


Rider took his seat and whispered to 
reporters that he had passed the lane 
where Driver saw a man in‘a car at 
just about the time in question. 


Another. Witness Withdrawn. 


Another State witness to be with- 
drawn was Jack Thornborrow, a neigh- 
bor of Beach, who was expected to say 
that Beach had requested him’ to “re- 
member” having seen him“at home at 
the time of the killing. His testimony 
was so filled with “don’t recalls” that 
the prosecutor finally asked him if Nis 
memory and hearing were normal.

MOB PROSECUTIONS 


| McCall Refuses to Go On With 


31 Cases Against the 
Alleged Floggers. 


KU KLUX KLAN LETTER 
PRECEDES HIS ACTION 


“Cases May Never Be Tried,” 
Assistant Says After 
Postponement. 


Luverne, Ala., Nov. 30 (A.P.).—Ala- 
bama’s fight against masked violence 
came to an abrupt end here today fol- 
lowing the acquittal of two men accused 
of complicity in hooded whippings and 
a controversy between Attorney General 
Charlie McCall, the State law enforce- 
ment department, and the Ku Klux 
Klan, 


Judge A. E. Gamble adjourned court 
today after withdrawal by Solicitor Cal- 
vin Poole of the State’s cases against 31 
men remaining to be tried for partici- 
pation in a score of masked lashings 
in Crenshaw County. 

Solicitor Poole, who has aided McCall 
in prosecuting the cases, said he was 
not willing to quash the cases, but 
asked that they be tabled “until such 
time as there is a different sentiment in 
the county.” The remaining cases, the 
solicitor explained, “can be tried at any 
future term of court, or they may never 
be tried.” 

The collapse of the crusade followed 
the withdrawal last night of Attorney 
General McCall from active participa- 
tion in the prosecution after he had 
charged the Ku Klux Klan with at- 
tempting to “quiet” him in his in- 
vestigation of floggings in the State. 
The attorney general had had charge 
of the inquiry that led to the indict- 
ments and in a statement accompany- 
ing his withdrawal he charged that “the 
State law enforcement department as 
represented by its chief supervisor and 
several] of his assistants, have exhibited, 
in my judgment, a frenzied desire to 
assist the defense instead of the State 
prosecuting officials.” 


Klan Leader’s Letter. 


McCall yesterday made public a letter 
alleged to have been written by James 
Esdale, grand dragon of the klan in 
Alabama, to Ira B. Thompson, ‘said to be 
exalted cyclops of the Luverne unit of 
the organization, which suggested that 
“it is high time that something be done 
to bring the attorney general to his 
senses” instead of “spending all his 
time working up police court cases 
against the Ku Klux Klan.” The letter 
said that the writer had been trying to 
“personally present the situation to 
Gov. Graves.” 

The governor refused to comment to- 
day on the outcome of the flogging 
trials, and. the attorney general would 
nos amplify his statement. 

Shelby Gregory and Thaxton Miller. 
the first tried of 34 men named in 102 
indictments by an October grand Jury 
for complicity in Crenshaw County 
whippings, were acquitted. Gregory was 
accused of flogging a negro woman, and 
Miller was indicted for the lashing of 
Travis Bozeman, a farmer. 


THOMPSON’S DOCTOR 
NAMED HEALTH CHIEF 


Surgeon Who Succeeds Com- 
missioner Bundesen Gave 


Mayor “‘New Face.” 


Chicago, Nov. 30 (A.P.).—Mayor Will- 
iam Hale Thompson removed Dr. Her- 
man N. Bundesen, health commissioner 
from office today and appointed Dr. Ar- 
nold Henry Kegel, who, the mayor said. 
“made a new face on me when I was 
burned several years ago in a gasoline 
explosion.”

No formal resolutions were adopted 
by the méeting. but it is understood 
that a very definite policy in regard to 
the 1928 elections will be presented by 
1embers .of the council when the na- 
tional legislative council meets today.

‘SHINE REPORTS 


Soviet Succeeds in Crushing 
Rebellion, but Denies Ex- 
tensive Uprising. 


MANY OFFICIALS KILLED, 
REVOLUTIONARIES SAY 


Appearance of Tax Collectors 
Is Reported Cause of 
Outbreak. 


New York, Nov. 30 (A.P.).—Suppres- 
sion of a revolt in ‘the Ukraine at a cost 
of 5,000 lives during three months of 
bitter fighting is reported in a special 
copyrighted dispatch from Kishineff. 
Bessarabia, to the New York Times. 

The dispatch, telling of massacres and 
street clashes in towns along the Dneis- 
ter, which forms the Russian-Rouma- 
nian boundary line, confirms in large 
measure recent dispatches to the Asso- 
clated Press from Bucharest, citing an 
account of fighting in the Ukraine re- 
ported by the Roumanian newspaper 
Dimineata. 

Soviet reinforcements which have ar- 
rived in the Ukraine in the past two 
weeks turned the tide of the revolu- 
tionary movement, and after a series of 
clashes in various towns the revolt was 
crushed in a bloody disaster for the 
revolutionaries. 

Joviet officials have denied extensive 
revolt in the Ukraine, specifically deny- 
ing any fighting at Kamenetz-Podolsk, 
but the sound of prolonged firing be- 
yond the Ukranian hills can be heard 
daily from. the Roumanian side of the 
frontier, the dispatch says. 


Soviet Officials Killed. 


The towns affected by the revolution- 
ary movement were stated to be Tiras- 
pol, Moghileu, Kamenetz-Podolsk and 
smaller villages. The revolutionists ob- 
tained possession of Tiraspol, Moghtleu 
and Kamenetz-Podolsk, killing many 
soviet officials, but were driven out 
after a few days, when soviet forces re- 
took the town. 

Refugees who succeeded in crossing 
the border from the Ukraine into 
Bessarabia told the Times correspondent 
of the burning of several villages and 
the destruction of crops during the 
revolutionary fighting. 

The revolt, the dispatch says, had its 
inception in the reappearance of gov- 
ernment agents and troops in the dis- 
trict east of Moghileu as tax collectors. 
This aroused the peasants, who killed 
four agents and a number of soldiers. 
More agents and troops appeared soon 
afterward, burned two villages and 
proceeded” eastward along the Dneister. 
Their path, the dispatch says, was 
marked by frequent fighting and pillag- 
ing and in two.villages all the inhabi- 
tants, about 200, were killed. 


Kamenetz-Podolsk Recaptured. 


The troops eventually reached Odessa, 
where they were reinforced, and then 


returned to the scene of the revolt.

Meanwhile a few of the larger towns 
were taken by the revolutionists, who 
either killed or imprisoned the govern- 
ment representatives. When Kamenetz- 
Podolsk was captured all the loyal 
troops were massacred and the flag of 
the revolutionists was flown for four 
Gays before Soviet troops recaptured the 
place by surprise. It was estimated 
that there were 1,500 dead lying in the 
streets after the fight. 

The dispatch adds that confirmation 
was obtained of the mutiny of a Black 
Sea warship, that the vessel was eventu- 
ally captured and its crew executed.

OBSERVER SOUGHT

political affairs, prompted the decision 
of the Washington administration not 
to participate in the security confer- 
ence now being arranged under league 


auspices at Geneva. 

The American attitude was explained 
by Minister Hug’: Wilson at the special 
meeting yesterday ci the league’s dis- 
armament commission, called for the 
specific purpose of preparing for the 
transfer of « dlitical aspects of the dis- 
armament problem to tr-> projecetd ce- 
curity conference. 

The American position, however, re- 
flected in no degree disapproval of the 
security conference proposal, it is ex- 
plained, since the Washington Govern- 
ment has been consisently advocating 
for many years and has been negotiat- 
ing for itself arbiurrtion and concilia- 
tion pacts which it believes have proved 
helpful in minimizing the danger of 
war. 

In effect such international commit- 
ments as the Root arbitration treaties 
and Bryan conciliation pacts are re- 
gional peace agreements witnessing the 
American belief in this method of 
averting war. In addition, American 
initiative underlay the Pacific treaty 
negotiated as a supplement. to the 
Washington naval limitation pact and 
the Central American five power treaty, 
both regional security agreements. In 
view of this historic American policy, 
it it said, re.usal to participate in the 
Geneva secrrity conference obviously 
can not indicate American disfavor 
toward the work the conference will at- 
tempt.

Budapest, Nov. 30 (A.P.).—Practical- 
ly all of the provincial colleges have 
notified the minister of education in 
Budapest that they are unable to get 
the better of anti-Semitic students 
who are now boycotting colleges, forc- 
ing them to close.

But 
when there is already a treaty in ex- 
istence and in legal force, as our treaty 
of 1830 with Turkey is in legal force, 
then the President is bound to ex- 
change ambassadors on the basis of 
that treaty. 

“Joseph C. Grew, our ambassador- 
designate to Turkey, is now functioning 
on the basis of a modus vivendi which, 
in express terms, puts into force the re- 
jected Lauzanne treaty. This modus 
vivendi expires in July, 1928. The de- 
partment can go on renewing it. Where, 
then, does the Senate come in? Clearly, 
the Executive is robbing the Senate of 
its concurrent voice in the making of 
treaties.” 

Mr. Gerard reiterated his charges that 
Moukhtar Bey, the Turkish ambassador 
designate, was one of those responsible 
for the massacre of 30,000 Armenians.

THE CHAMBER'S TAX STAND. 


The United States Chamber of Commerce 
seeks now to defend its demand for a $400,- 
000,000 cut in the tax bill of the Nation. The 
sting of the criticism directed against its activ- 
ities by President Coolidge evidently has been 
felt, for in the defense made by Lewis E. Pier- 
son, president of the organization, there is 
little that is dogmatic and much that seeks to 
be explanatory. There are missing, too, some 
of the obvious errors into which the chamber 
fell in the heat of its campaign to force a larger 
tax reduction than the President and his fiscal 
advisers believed to be sound policy. 

The United States Chamber of Commerce, 
says Mr. Pierson, is heartily in favor of “‘na- 
tional expenditure properly planned and con- 
trolled by national budget.” If this statement 
is correct there ought to be no disagreement 
between the chamber and the President. Yet, 
in an earlier statement the organization of 
business men made _light of a possible deficit 
under their plan, despite the fact that it is 
specifically set forth in the budget law that 
there shall be no deficit. It may also be perti- 
nent to inquire if the 1,500 industries and 
business organizations associated with the 
United States Chamber of Commerce treat a 
deficit with the same nonchalance in their per- 
sonal affairs? The industrial life of the Nation 
is, with a very few exceptions, operated on a 
budget basis. The member bodies of the 
United States Chamber of Commerce undoubt- 
edly do not regard a deficit in their own budget 
lightly, why should they do so when it is the 
Government’s money rather than their own? 

There is another plank in the chamber’s tax 
reduction policy. It favors “statutory require- 
ments for a national reduction of. national 
debts,’’ according to Mr. Pierson. 
posed apparently to the theory that reduction 
in the national debt is of itself tax reduction, 
since it reduces the period over which the Gov- 
ernment must find money with which to pay 
interest upon the borrowed funds. He favors 
giving to the taxpayer direct any surplus, over 
a limited amount, which may result as between 
revenues and expenditures. In defense of this 
position Mr. Pierson estimates the Treasury 
surplus for the fiscal year ending June 30, 
1928, at $435,000,000 and the cost of the 
chamber’s tax reduction program over the same 
period at $200,000,000. Any estimate of the 
future surplus is nothing more than a guess 
and, moreover, the surplus which may be on 
hand next June can be considered only in part 
as far as the revenue measure now being drawn 
is concerned. Its provisions wifl apply in the 
main upon receipts of the Government during 
the fiscal year ending June 30, 1929, and for 
that period the belief of the competent author- 
ities is that there will be no surplus, even if 
the amount of the reduction is held to the 
$225,000,000 advocated by President Coolidge 
and Secretary Mellon. : 

Viewed in the light of its own business ex- 
perience the suggestion of the United States 
Chamber of Commerce has little to reeommend 
it. Considered as an effort to be of help to 
the Government it is of no value. The admin- 
istration is already pledged to the budget 
policy which the chamber so strenuously puts 
forward. The matter of debt reduction is a 
decision which the legislative and executive 
branches of the Government must make. It 
will be impossible to remain within the budget 
or reduce the national debt without recogniz- 
ing and applying all known facts. The cham- 
ber speaks without knowing all the facts. 


DISPOSITION OF WASTE PAPERS. 


One ,of the buildings to be erected under 
the great construction program which is now 
under way is designed for the accommodation 
of Federal archives. Just how extensive that 
structure is to be can not be ascertained at 
this time, but it certainly will not be large 
enough to accommodate all the papers to be 
filed, unless a halt is called upon production. 
The Interstate Commerce Commission threat- 
ens ‘to break the record of the Department of 


Agriculture in the matter of producing copy : 


for: the printer; and the other “independent 
bureaus,”’ such as the Federal Trade Commis- 
sion, appear to be working overtime in their 
efforts: to add to the sum total of human knowl- 
edge. The trouble is, however, that very much 
of this product of the investigators employed 
by these bureaus is of such a character that its 
value, except to a very small number of the 


‘population, is ‘insignificant. 


Just now Commissioner Meyer is conducting 
an investigation into the freight rates on grain. 
As every State grows more or less grain it 
follows that every railroad in the country is 


interested in the charges for transportation of - 


grain. The result is that the “investigation”’ 


‘has’ covered such a wide field that Commis- 


sioner Meyer has already accumulated more 
than 1,000 exhibits, in the form of complicated 
tables, and some 16,000 pages of testimony. 
The report, together with the exhibits, when 
completed and printed will make about 60 large 
volumes, for the “‘hearings’’ are only about half 
finished. 

This grain case is but one of the many under 
consideration by the Interstate Commerce 
Commission. And besides the constant and 
never ending investigations into the reason- 
ableness of rates on cattle, grain, root crops 
and other products of agriculture, the com- 
mission has to inquire into the justification 
for the demand of the railroads for increases in 
rates upon about every commodity forming a 
part of their freight transportation activities. 
There are, in addition, the proposals for con- 
solidations, such as that of the Van Sweringens 
and the Loree interests, which in themselves 
require long inquiries and volumés of printing.

NEW ALCOHOLS. 


One of the most difficult problems in the 
World War was the task of obtaiping needed 
Traw materials. Germany, particularly, real- 
ized what it meant to be unable to get enough 
coal, oil, copper, rubber and other materials. 
Consequently experimentation looking toward 
development of satisfactory substitute ‘ prod- 
ucts has been marked in the German republic. 
England, France and practically all of the 
other late belligerents have been experiment- 
ing with synthetic materials, and with utiliza- 
tion of common substances in an unusual 
manner. 

The British fuel research board, for instance, 
recently announced that it had developed a 
process for the conversion of waste vegetables 
into alcohol for use in internal combustion 
engines as a substitute for gasoline. The 
process is not yet commercially practicable, but 
it could be used should an emergency, such as 
war, again develop. Gefmany also is reported 
to have developed a synthetic motor fuel, as 
have France and Italy. In the United States 
similar experimentation is going on, 

The British development holds great promise. 
In the past all attempts to develop alcoho) for 
usé in internal combustion engines have util- 
ized as a basis sugar or starch as developed 
from vegetable matter. The present process, 
however, develops alcoho! from the cellulose in 
plants by direct fermentation, or by converting 
the cellulose into fermentable matter. Large 
quantities of cellulosic materials, constantly 
renewed by nature, are available. Vast quanti- 
ties of tropical vegetation and waste vegetable 
products, such as maize, rice straws, corncobs, 
rice husks, sisal and hemp migbhj possibly be 
used for production of fuel alcohol. 

Daily it appears more certain that the wide- 
spread fear of consequences that would follow 
the exhaustion of fuel oil supplies are unwar- 
ranted. Through substitution and synthesis 
the internal combustion engine will be kept 
running into perpetuity. 


THE AGE OF WONDERS. 


Wonders will never cease but they are be- 
coming sO common in every day life that they 
cease to be wonders. This statement is neither 
“an Irish bull’ nor a paradox but a plain 
statement of fact which can be verified as often 
as it can be _ uttered. 

It is not so long ago that the whole world 
wondered over the establishment of communi- 
cation between ships at sea and stations ashore 
without aid other than an electric battery, 
which sent flashes into the atmosphere. When 
the first picture was telegraphed across the 
ocean the news was merely greeted as some- 
thing which every one had been looking for, 
and such surprise as might have been expressed 
was apparently confined to the idea that the 
event had been so long delayed. 

Therefore, tt need cause no wonder that no 
surprise has greeted the announcement of the 
latest demonstration of the use to which radio 
communication may be put.. There was a meet- 
ing of the managers of a number of exporting 
firms in New York on Monday when a repre- 
sentative of the Radio Corporation of Amer- 
ica directed an operator to call upon the ships 
sailing the Pacific as well as the Atlantic to 
report their positions. Within three minutes 
from the time the order was executed by the 
operator the Columbus ‘‘wirelessed’’ her posi- 
tion as 2,261 miles east of New York and im- 
mediately after the Malolo reported herself 
as half way between San Francisco and Hono- 
lulu. Within the space of a quarter of an hour 
67 ships had furnished their positions to the 
waiting party in a hotel in the City of New 
York. 

“A year or two from now,” says the New 
York Sun commenting on the incident, ‘a 
demonstration like that will be received with 
ayawn. Twenty years from now some of our 
present readers will sit in their homes and, 
turning the knob of the radio receiver, locate 
a grandson flying from California to Japan. 
Not only will they hear his personal message, 
but it is very likely they will see him and his 
plane on the screen in their room.’”’ But there 
will be nothing astonishing about that twenty 
years from now, for it will be an old story long 
before the dawn of 1947.

NOT A PARTY QUESTION. 


The antiprohibition dinner held at the Union 
League Club in New York has stirred up a 
pretty row. The only constructive plan that 
resulted contemplates the raising of some 
$3,000,000 as a battle fund for use in an at- 
tempt to amend the Constitution or secure a 
modification of the Volstead act. Destructive 
results, however, were several. Primarily, 
‘better minds” of the Republican party are 
said to resent the fact that the stanch Republi- 
can Union League Club was chosen for the 
dinner, thus creating the impression that the 
Grand Old Party itself was interested in the 
Heaven forbid, say 
the politicians, that such an impression should 
gain circulation! Furthermore, Mr. Wads- 
worth, former senator from New York and can- 
didate for delegate at large to the next con- 
vention, by attending the gathering and re- 
stating his views therein, so aroused the op- 
position of the same ‘“‘better minds’ that al- 
ready a campaign is on foot to deprive him 
of even the opportunity to attend the conven- 
tion in any official- capacity. 

In the meantime, Senator Borah has de- 
livered a bitter denunciation of the speeches 
and articles of Dr. Arthur T. Hadley, former 
president of Yale University, who has been 
championing repeal of the eighteenth amend- 
ment; the Treasury Department has begun an 
extensive concentration of dry -agents in 
Florida area for the purpose of drying up the 
winter resort colony; local distillers have in- 
augurated a price-slashing campaign in an ef- 
fort to boost their holiday sales of spirits; 
and the Board of Temperance, Prohibition and 
Public Morals of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church in meeting assembled has declared that 
prohibition will be “out of the woods” in the 
next two years. 

So the battle rages. Prohibition can not be 
enforced as a law should be, and yet the eight- 
eenth amendment can not be repealed, as 
matters stand. The heated talk of gentlemen 
produces no useful results. Prohibition is not 
a partisan question and can not be made so; 
but politicians are trying to make it moetnl 
to them.

The Unexpected in Politics. 

To the Editor of The Post—Sir: Next 
year a great political battle is to be 
fought. In fact, it may be said there 
will be two, if not three, great battles. 
First, there will come the battle for the 
nomination. It may be possible, and 
now it looks very probable, that with 
the Democratic party the battle for the 
ncination will not be « long or hard 
one. It looks as if the New York Gov- 
ernor has. the prize in his own hands, 
but there may be a slip-up between 
now and the meeting of the convention. 
In the Republican party the race for 
the nomination promises to be a long 
and hotly contested one. After the 
nominations have been made will come 
the great battle. 

If we will look back to the past we 
will find that in so far as nominations 
are concerned the unexpected almost 
always happens. Look at Democratic 
nominations, Since Martin Van Buren 
was nominated in 1839 the unexpected 
has happened at nearly every conven- 
tion. In 1844, until the convention 
hac. struggled for days, no one ever 
dreamed of Polk coming out winner. 
In 1848 Cass was the unexpected, as 
Pierce was four years later. In 1856 
Buchanan had the lead from the start, 
as Douglas had in 1860, but Douglas 
split his party. In 1864 McClellan was 
not deemed a possibility until about 


the time the convention met. In 1868 


Seymour was not spoken of as a possi- 


bility until the last day-of the con- 


vention, Who could possibly have pre- 
dicted that the Democrats would ever 
nominate as its candidate Horace 
Greeley, its most inveterate enemy? Yet 
that is what occurred in 1872. In 1880 
Hancock was made head of the ticket 
in the hope that his military record 
would pull him through. Prior to the 
convention the belief was universal 
that Tilden would again be the choice. 
In 1884 Cleveland was an unexr~-sted 
pick-up, as he was again in 1892. 
Following him came in_ succession 
Bryan, Parker, Wilson, Cox and Davis, 
all unexpected. 

Turn to the Republicans. In 1856 the 
choice fell on John ©. ~:emont, such 
men ¢s Seward, Sumner, Chase and 
McLean being turned down. In 1860 
the betting was six to three on Seward 
before the convention, and even up to 
the second day of the session.

In valuing a hand, count an 
Ace as 4, a King as 3, a Queen as 2, 
and a Jack as 1; and if you have three 
suits stopped and a count of 14, you 
have the equivalent of an Ace better 
than average and the strength for an 
original Third Hand No Trump. Mr, 
Work’s hand counted 17, and he had 
all four suits stopped, so there was no 
question about his bid. 

Mr. Whitehead (East) was tempted to: 
make an ipformatory double. He held: 
Spades, 9, 4; Hearts, K, J, 8, 2; Dia- 
monds, K, J, 10, 9; Clubs, A, Q, 4 
However, he had only two worthless 
Spades, so the chances were that his 
double would produce an answer of two 
Spades from hit partner. As that an- 
swer might be made ‘vith only four 
small Spades, Mr. Whitehead, holding 
only two small, would -have to go to 
two No Trumps, in which there was 
small chance of making game in the 
face of his partner’s weakness (shown

It seemed to him that the best 
chance lay in the establishment of the 
Club suit.

Clubs from his own hand. Making the 
best of a bad situation, Mr. Work led

Mr. Work then led the 8 of Clubs;

THE ANSWER, 
In this case Declarer should win the 
first Club trick. East and West have 


nine Clubs and, as West’s fourth-best 
lead of the Trey shows that he held 
either four or five, the adverse divi- 
sion must be five in one hand and four 
in the other. There can be no advan- 
tage to Declarer in ducking the first 
trick as neither adversary can be ex- 
hausted of Clubs; and losing a finesse 
will lose the game because in addition 
to winning with the King that won 
when the finesse was lost, the adver- 
saries would make four Club tricks. 
As both adversaries are left with Clubs, 
it does not matter in which way De- 


clarer finesses. Declarer can count two 
Spade tricks, one Club trick and the 
Aces of Hearts and Diamonds—a total 
of five tricks; to make game he must 
get four more. He can do this if his 
Diamond finesse works successfully, but 
if he try his Heart finesse and it suc- 
ceeds, he would still be one trick short 
of game and would have to risk the Dia- 
mond finesse afterward. In order to 
avoid the double risk, Declarer should 
lead a Spade to trick 2, winning in 
Dummy; and should then lead the Ten 
of Diamonds and, if East do not cover, 
risk the finesse. If it win, he should 
not subsequently risk his Heart finesse 
unless by that time so many Clubs have 
been discarded that he can afford to 
do so, knowing that even if it lose, the 
adversaries could not save the game.

The Homemaker

T seems that trequently we forget 


I entirely that we are to be possessed 
of a menu, and it would seem that 
on the occasions of my forgetting I 
wander off to distant places, as I wan- 
dered yesterday from apple pie and 
New England to the beach of a distant 
island. However, today we shall re- 
turn with vengeance to the purpose of 
our column and provide for tonight 
(since it is Thursday and quite likely 
we have left on hand a bit of the steak, 
if only the ends, from our dinner last 
night) a steak pon pay 
: MENU: 


Meat Pie 
Spinach with Cheese 
Lettuce Salad with French Dressing 
Graham Gems 
Tomato Preserve Currant Jelly 
Coco Roll Coffee 


Meat Pie. 


Cut all that remains of the steak 
into small cubes and place in an iron 
frying pan which is already not. Brown 
well, turning to brown on all sides. 
There should be at least a cup of the 
cubes. Add an onion, sliced and peeled, 
of course, and sprinkle with salt and 
pepper. Add water (hot) to cover the 
meat and cook the whole slowly for 
about an hour or possibly a little more. 
Thicken with flour whipped to a 
smooth paste with cold water and add 
salt and pepper again, this time tast- 
ing as adding the seasoning. Add po- 
tatoes which have been boiled until 
nearly tender and turn the whole into 
a baking dish, adding a lump of butter. 
Cover with pie crust and place in a 
hot oven until the crust cooks. A siit 
must have been made in the crust just 
as for the covering of a dessert pie that 
the steam may escape in its natural 
rising, but without “rising” the top 
from our beef pie. 


Spinach With Cheese. 


Wash and prepare spinach in the 
usual fashion and cook until tender. 
If water is used, drain; if little or no 
water is used, merely chop the spin- 
ach a bit and set aside for the rest of 
the preparation to take place. Make a 
medium of white sauce (recipe if need- 
ed on receipt of a stamped, self-ad- 
dressed envelope) which has been made 
with a generous amount of butter and 


seasoned well with salt and pepper. 
Add to this white sauce (in amount 
there should be about a cupful and a 
half for spinach to supply four per- 
sons), a cupful of grated American 
cheese. Mix the two and combine with 
the spinach. Turn into a baking dish 
and place in the oven for twenty min- 
utes while the crust of the pie bakes. 
Serve_in the baking dish. It is this 
spinach which is really delicious. 


Graham Gems. 
¥%4 cupful flour, 

1 cupful graham flour.

CARBOHYRDATES BIG FACTOR 
IN COLD 


N AN investigation of the cause of 
} common colds Dr. Lincoln found 
that a diet rich in carbohyrdates 
was an important factor. Among the 
carbohydrate foods in common use are 
breads, cakes, pastries, cereals, desserts 
and sweets. These foods are burned 
into an acid ash. Therefore, Dr. Lin- 
coln’s observation confirms that of Dr. 
Cheney published in this column about 
@ month ago. Dr. Cheney said that in 
his experience a heavy bread and cereal 
meal has been followed by a cold. Dr. 
Lincoln found that the children who 
ate diets rich in carbohydrates had 
more than the average number of colds. 
Dr. Lincoln’s observations were made 
on a group of children who were at- 
tending a high grade school. The expe- 
rience ran through three winter ses- 
sions. In this school the children are 
given exceptionally good. care, They are 
examined by physicians - periodically. 
Nurses look them over as often as seems 
advisable. The teachers are on the alert 
for evidence of contagion and other ill- 
ness. 


Since children in the primary grades 
have more colds than older children, 
the classrooms, assembly rooms, and 
playgrounds are arranged so that the/y 
older pupils are but little in contact

with the younger ones. Children who 
show up at school with any evidence 
of a common cold, a cough, or a@ sore 
throat are at once herded into a room 
for suspects. There they are promptly 
examined and sent home if there is any 
evidence of acute respiratory trouble. 

The sickness absentee rate of each 
child was accurately kept. The homes 
from which the children came were vis- 
ited by nurses, who satisfied themselves 
as to the health habits of the family. 
In spite of all these precautions the 
well protected children had about the 
average number of colds. 


Most of the conclusions to which the 
study led were negative. The evidence 
did not indicate that colds were catch~ 
ing. The condition of the home as to 
ventilation, heating, fresh air, humidity, 
and heat did not seem to be a factor. 
Speaking generally, weather was not a 
factor. However, if a child was caught 
in a rainstorm, or became thoroughly 
chilled, he was prone to develop a cold.

The. quarter back who can carry a 
ball as well as the rest of his mates in 
the back field is passing in favor of 
the “Harvard ‘quarter back,” gifted with 
football sense to make the most of a 
given situation. Haughton depended 


upon his quarter backs exclusively to 
direct the team, and their attacking 


proclivities were often nil. 


Haughton’s quarter backs, despite 
their negligible ball-carrying abil- 
ity, were not of the safe and sane 
type. Probably there is no greater — 
example of the Haughton type of 
quarter back than Charley Buell, 
who played for Harvard when the 
Haughton system was in vogue, 
under the tutelage of Coach Fisher, 
in the immediate post-bellum days. 


Buell rarely carried the ball, but he 
was as great a-threat as any member 
of the star back field that Harvard 
boasted, for under his direction Crim- 
son teams often were unstoppable. Not 
that: Buell could. not carry the ball, 
but under the Haughton system he was 
the sole guardian of the team’s destinies 
on the field of play, and the safeguard 
that the “team’s power on the attack 
would. not’ be wasted. He could not 
risk injury -by. battering the line or 
taking the ball on .off-tackle plays. 

Buell’s . versatility was proven in the 
Yale game.of his junior year, when the 
teams were deadlocked in a tie near 
the end of the game. Buell received 
@ punt and ran the ball back 25 yards 
deep-in Yale territory in a sensational 
dash that amazed even his teammates, 
who had-been taught not to count 
upon their quarter back’s assistance in 
advancing the Pa 


Then Buell stamped himself as a 
truly great quarter back. The Har- 
vard backs who had been turned 
back time and again by the Yale 
line faced the crisis after Buell’s 
run had placed them in scoring 
position. » The burden of calling 
the play, however, was upon Buell 
and his decision was a masterpiece 


Buell -barked out the signals for one 
of.the oldest tricks known’ to football. 
He called.for the “Statue of Liberty” 
play. That particular ruse was known 


to every high school and prep schoo! 
team in’the East, but. Buell’s. sheer

Thomas L. Blanton, of Texas. 

Recently Brown declared that what 

he did after his regular Government 
hours was nobody’s business, and he 
refused either to confirm or deny the 
report that he had worked for the 
DuPonts in Wilmington, Del. 
- Blanton’s resolution, which will be 
fmtroduced when Congress convenes 
Monday, not only would require Brown 
to state whether he had worked for 
the DuPonts, but would require him, 
in the event of an affirmative answer, 
to say how much he had received for 
the work. 


Would Bare Records. 


Brown also would be directed to pro- 
duce a list of the District government 
departments which his bureau has in- 
vestigated this year and to append to 
this list a copy of the law authorizing 
the investigation. Blanton contends 
that there is no such law. Brown says 
he is investigating the local depart- 
ments at the request of the District 
Commissioners. 

The resolution also would require 
Brown to tell how many employes he 
has in his bureau, how much they re- 
ceive for their services, how many of 
them haye done outside work, if any, 
and would require him to answer a 
mumber of other questions which he 
has refused to answer in recent months. 

Blanton wrote two ietters to Brown 
asking him to answer various questions, 
but Brown would not oblige him. In 
One instance, Brown declared a letter 
written to him by Blanton was a “bit 
of impudence.” Blanton retaliated with 
a letter in which he enumerated the 
men who had declined to answer his 
questions, but who, in the end, an- 
gswered them or got out of office. 

The resolution which Blanton com- 
pleted writing yesterday is one of two

BOY FACES TWO CHARGES 


Efforts of high school cadet officials 
seeking to cause the resignation of Fred 
C. Stelzer, jr., captain of Company C, 
Technical High School battalion, will 
be investigated, Dr. Frank W. Ballou, 
superintendent of schools, declared 
last night. 

A committee of five, headed by the 
boy’s father, called on Dr. Ballou yes-

Capt. Stelzer is charged “with in- 
subordination and with failing to re- 
port to an officer’s meeting, when 
ordered, it is understood. The charge 
of insubordination was placed against 
Capt. Stelzer November 23 by Maj. Ray- 
mond G. Payne, battalian instructor of 
Technical cadets. 

Maj. Payne’s charge specifically states 
the cadet commander assembled his 
company in a nearby lunchtoom in- 
stead of on Marion street, near the 
school.. Friends of Capt. Stelzer de- 
clared he was only following custom, as 
this is usually done so that the com- 
pany may be first to get.its guns and 
to reach the street to drill. 

Stelzer’s answer to the charge that he 
was late in reporting to the officer’s 
meeting is that he was busy collecting 
company funds at the time the order 
was issued, but that he answered it as 
soon as possible. 

Dr. Ballou assured the committee he 
would consider carefully both sides of 
the dispute before making known his 
decision in the case.

TRADE BOARD COMMITTEE 
TO INSPECT CITY BRIDGES 


Experts to Use Police Launch 
in Studying Condition 
of Structures. 


MUCH RUSTING REPORTED 


A detailed inspection of the supports 
and understructure of all bridges cross- 
ing the Potomac in the District will be 
made by the committee on bridges of 
the Board of Trade Saturday. A police 
launch has been placed at the disposal 
of the committee, which is composed of 
engineers and bridge experts, and. ar- 
fangements have been made to take 
photographic evidence of the condition 
of the structures. 

The:committee determined upon this 
course because of reports reaching it on 
the condition of several bridges. The 
buckle plates of one or two are known 
to be split and there is evidence of a 
great deal of rusting. F. L. Averill, 
chairman of the committee, cited the 
condition of Klingle Valley Bridge, 
which to the public eye has recently 
been painted, but which, underneath 
has not been touched. Big pieces of 
rust are peeling off this structure, Aver- 
ill declared. 

The bridges which will be examined 
are the Anacostia, Highway, Pennsylva- 
nia Avenue, Key and Chain’ bridges. It 
was this committee, led by Proctor L. 
Dougherty, then a chairman of its spe- 
cial subcommittee making a similar ex- 
amination two years ago, which brought 
to light the condition of Chain Bridge 
and urged its repair or closing. 

In connection with the Chain Bridge 
the committee urged that the structure 
be replaced out of Federal funds, for 
the reason that it was built by the 
Federal Government and it is still the 
property of the War Department, al- 
though the District is charged with the 
cost of its upkeep. Arrangements have 
also been made to draw up a bridge 
replacement program for the District, 
calling for the appropriation of one 
major bridge a year. 

The comnaittee deplored the general 


in the District and it was the opinion 
of those present that a great deal of 
information will be brought to light 
by the projected inspection on Satur- 
day. Several members: have already 
taken pictures of the Chain Bridge sup- 
ports and abutménts, which show that 
the south sidé of the structure is rest- 
ing practically on loose rock, which 
can be moved by hand. 

Following the trip a report of find- 
ings will be made public. 


City Doctors Address

DRUG CASE PRISONER 
- APPEALS GUILTY PLEA 


Man, Facing Fourteen Years 
in Prison, Seeks to’ 
Change Pleading. 


Jacob Solomon, alias Jack Rose, for 
mer proprietor of a New York night 
club, who pleaded.guilty -to violating 


ithe antinarcotic laws and was seén- 


tenced to serve a total of 14 years in 
prison by Chief Justice McCoy, -in 
Criminal Court, will appeal to the 
Court of Appeals, notwithstanding his 
plea of guilty. 

According to the bill of exceptions 
presented yesterday for Solomon by 
Attorney Abner Siegal, the antinarcotic. 
laws. are invalid; the Chief Justice 
erred in not allowing the defendant to 
withdraw his plea of guilty; which was 
entered upon alleged misrepresenta- 
tions and promises which were not 
kept; the sentence of 14 years is exces- 
sive, and that the two indictments to 
which Solomon pleaded guilty relate to 
the same transaction. 

The bill states that Salomon was in- 
formed that if he pleaded guilty the 
charges against him in New York, 
which, he says, also related to the same 
transaction, would be quashed and that 
Andre DuBois, his woman companion, 
would not be prosecuted. She was also 
indicted. Solomon and the woman 
were trapped last February by narcotic 
agents who claimed to have. confiscated

A program for extending Washing- 
ton’s fire-protection system has been 
embodied in the District's budget for 
the fiscal year of 1929, it was learned 
yesterday. 

The program calls for the installae 
tion of 400 additional fire hydrants, 83 
of which would be in the high-value 
district, and the installation of a large 
number of new water mains. 

How much the Commissioners are 
asking in the budget to improve the 
fire-protection system was not made 
known. The special committee which 


was appointed to recommend a pro- 
gram for bringing the protection sys- 
tem up to date. estimated that the 
work would cost $686,350. The -Cg@m- 
missioners probably will ask for an 
amount approximating this, but they 
will not ask for all of it this year. The 
plan is to spread the work over a twoe- 
year. .period.
